1942  FOOTBALL 

Under  a new  coaching  setup,  Coaches  Carl  Wise  and  “Boodie”  Albert,  the 
former  lowly  Cougars  climbed  the  ladder  to  fame  and  became  Class  B State 
Champions  in  a single  session.  The  Cougars  started  their  season  fairly  well  as 
they  defeated  Marlington  20  to  0.  Valley  High  fell  before  the  Cougar  steamroller 
to  the  tune  of  56  to  0.  The  Cougars  met  the  Renick  High  School  eleven  and 
knocked  them  over  44  to  0.  The  Harrisonburg  “Blue  Streaks”  gave  the  Cougars 
the  most  opposition,  but  lost  to  the  tune  of  13  to  7.  Lexington,  which  handed 
Covington  its  first  defeat  in  the  1941  season,  was  steamrolled  48  to  6,  and  the 
Greenbrier  Colonels  were  completely  routed  by  a score  of  74  to  0.  The  following 
ten  days  were  spent  in  hard  practice  for  the  annual  tussle  with  the  Clifton  Forge 
Mountaineers.  This,  the  Cougars  easily  won  by  the  score  of  26  to  6.  On 
November  21  the  Cougars  took  on  the  big  “Red  Raiders”  from  Suffolk  High  and 
beat  them  26  to  0,  to  win  the  Half-State  Championship.  Immediately  plans  were 
made  to  play  Martinsville  High  School  for  the  State  Championship  of  Class  B 
schools.  The  Cougars  arrived  in  Martinsville  Friday,  November  27,  very  confident 
that  they  would  take  the  Martinsville  “Bull  Dogs.”  On  Saturday,  November  28, 
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State  Champions 


the  Cougars,  just  three  plays  after  the  kickoff,  scored  the  first  touchdown  and 
from  there  on  it  was  strictly  an  all  Cougar  football  game  as  the  Cougars  won  this 
game  26  to  0. 

This  1942  football  season  will  go  down  in  Covington  High  School  football 
history,  as  one  of  the  greatest  seasons  ever  completed  by  the  Cougars.

The  high  spot  of  the  year  was  the  trip  to  Martinsville 
with  the  team,  and  the  honor  of  dining  with  the  Cougars  in  Roanoke. 

With  the  football  season  over  one  might  think  the  band  activities  would  end, 
but  such  was  not  the  case.  All  the  members  worked  hard  to  prepare  a series  of 
radio  concerts  which  were  broadcast  each  Sunday  afternoon.  All  the  Band  activi- 
ties were  enthusiastically  backed  throughout  the  year  by  the  loyal  Band  Boosters 
Club. 
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Senior  Class  History 

We,  the  class  of  ’43,  have  traveled  far  in  these  four  years  of  high  school  life. 
Guided  by  a faithful  and  encouraging  faculty,  we  have  built  up  ideals  which  shall 
not  soon  be  destroyed. 

In  September,  1940,  approximately  two  hundred  freshmen  set  out  on  a four 
year  journey  to  the  land  of  Education.  This  year  we  said  farewell  to  Jeter  as  we 
were  moving  into  the  new  Covington  Senior  High  School. 

1941  brought  with  it  the  enlargement  of  many  heads  for  we  were  proud  to 
be  the  first  sophomores  at  the  new  high  school.  We  were  all  surprised  when  Mr. 
Alan  Barnwell,  that  science  wizard,  turned  to  teaching  Algebra.  In  spite  of  his 
efforts  we  just  couldn’t  get  any  sense  out  of  X’s,  Y’s,  and  Z’s. 

We  reached  the  height  of  our  career  when,  in  1942,  we  became  sophisticated 
juniors.  In  this  year  many  of  us  took  Latin  while  others  struggled  with  its  sister 
language,  French.  The  band  finally  learned  to  play  “Mary  Had  A Little  Lamb” 
and  many  other  selections  besides,  but  our  days  of  suffering  weren’t  over  yet.  The 
whole  student  body  had  to  endure  the  terrible  fumes  that  accompanied  the  experi- 
ments of  Marshall  East  and  Jimmy  Pugh.  For  a whole  year  we  had  to  put  up 
with  these  experiments  and  we  still  don't  know  how  successful  they  were.  The 
band,  which  was  progressing  so  rapidly,  suffered  a great  loss  when  Mr.  James  M. 
Grainger  left,  but  he  was  soon  replaced  by  that  little  blonde  from  Clifton  Forge, 
Miss  Mary  Gray  Slusser.
